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. INTRODUCTION

ICMA’s Building Inditutions for Good Governance (BIGG) Program operates under USAID
Strategic  Objective 10: Decentrdized, Participatory Locd Government. To this end, it is
designed to help USAID mest its four intermediate results (IRS):

IR1: Appropriate Environment Established to Enable Effective Locd Government
IR2: Loca Government Capacity Strengthened to Deliver Effective Services

IR 3: Participation Increased in Local Government DecisionMaking

IR4: Associations of Locd Governments and Officids Established as Advocates

During the third quarter of 2003, substantial progress was made in both the Resource Cities and
Asociation Development components of the BIGG/LGSPP program.  Despite  continued
obgtacles to travel between the US and Indonesa, due to ddlays in issuing visas, a number of
successful Resource Cities exchanges were hed.  Mogst of these were find exchanges to
Indonesia that were scheduled around the locad Best Practices Symposums. BIGG/LGSPP is in
the process of finishing the current Association and Resource Cities Program activities and has
begun start-up activities for the extenson.

The following report presents the activities, results, and next steps in the BIGG/LGSPP program.
Annex 1 presents the Results Framework under which the program operates and progress toward
those results to date.

Updates on partnerships are presented below.
Pasir, East Kalimantan — Coquille, Oregon

Activities: The gxth exchange took place this quarter on September 26 - October 4, 2003 in
Troutsda e, Oregon.

Pasir was represented by Mr. Muhammad Hijrafie, from the planning dtaff of the Bappeda. This
exchange consisted of attendance at the week-long 6" Extenson Working Party Symposium in
Troutdde, Oregon. The symposum was held under the auspices of the Internationd Union of
Forestry Research Organizations (IUFRO) and organized by the Oregon State University
Forestry Department’s Extenson Service. The symposum was atended by 53 participants
including extensonists and foresters from FAO (Itay), Canada, Germany, Norway, Sovenia,
Chile, Philippines, Irdand, Kenya, Audraia, as wel as from other U.S. dates such as Hawaii,
Virginia, Mississippi, Tennessee, Kansas, Utah, Connecticut, and Oregon.

A second Pasr delegate, Mr. Sisman, was dso scheduled to attend the Symposium, but could not
go, due to a deay in the issuance of his visa. Mr. Sisman received the visa in early October and
will trave to Oregon with the Kuta Kartanegara delegates to continue work on the plan to
establish an extension service modd in Pesir.

Mr. Hijrafie gave a presentation on Peasr's current activities in community-based sustainable
forestry management and exchanged ideas with the participants from other countries. He dso
took a tour with the other delegates to Oregon State University’s research forest, another demo
and teaching forest, a family-owned Tree Farm, an award winning forest/ranch, as well as a tour
to the Forestry Department of OSU at Corvallis.

Results: Mr. Hijrafie learned about the role of extenson services and how they can work with
the locd government and locd community in order to gpply a best practice for forest
management. The symposum presented how such a productive reationship can be built, the
chdlenges and the common issues that are experienced by extensonists across countries. A new
perspective was offered and Mr. Hijrafie will begin work on this new idea for further work on
Padsir's forestry management program. Pasir is in a better position now to find externa expertise
to assd in its forestry management program.

Next steps: Preparation is under way for the find exchange to Pasr in November 2003 to
continue forest management work with the U.S. partners. At this time the partners will aso hold
the innovative practice symposum. A forest expert from the OSU extenson service, who has
been to East Kaimantan before, will be making the trip to Pegir.

Kutai, East Kalimantan — Washington County, Oregon

Activities: The dgxth exchange took place this quarter from September 11-20, 2003 in
Tenggarong, Kutal Kartanegara.

Washington County was represented by Dennis Mulvihill, a Government Affairs Officer and
senior gtaff member of Washington County, as well as two other experts, Professor Marcus
Ingle of PSU Haifidd School of Government, and Paul Wild, co-Director of the Workforce
Training a PCC. They ddivered an intendve training to Kuta's senior and mid-levd officids on
Leadership and High Performance Organization.

The locd Innovative Practices Symposum was held on Thursday, September 18, 2003. Mr.
Syaukani, the Regency Governor, officidly opened the Symposum and delivered the keynote
gpeech. Presentations were given by Mr. Bachruddin, Head of the Bappeda and Vice-Chairman
of the Task Force of Partnership, followed by Mr. Mulvihill. The presentations were followed
by questions and answers and discussion.

Results: Usng the red case of Kuta’'s agenda to develop a community college and public
service management training, participants, with the facilitation of the Oregon team, developed
the firgt draft of the workplan following the “Logicd Framework” technique used in the training
sesson which is a hands-on, learning-by-doing approach to training, with live results.

Next steps: Prepaaions are underway for the find exchange to take place next month in
Washington County. The agenda will include a review of the firg draft of the workplan
developed during this exchange and an expansion of it.

Samarinda, East Kalimantan — Tigard, Oregon
Activities:
The fifth exchange took place this quarter on September 12—22, 2003 in Tigard, Oregon.

Samarinda was represented by Mr. Muhammad Saili, Secretary to the Mayor of Samarinda, Mr.
Faturrahman Alhinduan, Director of the Water Supply Depatment, and Mr. M. Fauz,
Commission Heed of the legidative body.

On September 15, Mr. Sali gave a presentation to Tigard's city staff on the recent events and
policies in Samarinda. Mr. Alhinduan gave a presentation on Samarindas water system, o that
Tigard would have a better understanding of Samarinda’ s urban development problems.



This exchange was aso a collaborative effort between ICMA and TNC (The Nature
Conservancy), both USAID-funded projects. ICMA and TNC collaborated to extend the length
of the exchange s0 that the Samarinda delegation could include a vist the Sedttle Zoo to learn
about best practices in orangutan management to be applied to the Samarinda Zoo.

Results:

In this exchange, Samarinda delegates gained an understanding about best practices in water
gysems and how and where to involve the community in the decisonr-making process. In
addition to Tigard city daff, other organizations contributed their time and know-how and
paticipated in the exchange, including: the Murray Smith Company (consultant for water system
planning for Oregon), Watershed Management Divison of Tudatin Water Supply Company,
Joint Water Commisson of Oregon, Shaun PFiggott Associaion (utility and infrastructure
finance), Winsville water Trestment Plant, and Waste Water Treatment Plant in Oregon.

After the Samarin daddlegates returned to Indonesia, Mr. Salli conducted a stakeholder mesting
in Samarinda. The meeting was atended by sakeholders to the water system in Samarinda,
including the contractor, a water system consultant, as well as the Samarinda legidative body.
The purpose of the meeting was to provide an overview of what the delegates learned in Oregon
and discuss improving community involvement and how to educate the community on the need
for awater rate increase.

Next steps:
Plans are underway for the 6 exchange that is to be held in Samarindain October 2003.

Bandung, West Java — Santa Clarita, California

Activities: The sixth exchange took place on October 3-11, 2003 in Bandung. Delegates from
Santa Clarita included:

Ken Pulskamp — City Manager

Ken Striplin — Assgtant to the City Manager

Phil Sumagaysay — IT Associate.

The exchange focused on two topics. 1) preparations for the Stakeholders Meeting for the
development of the new town Tdleguar, to be held during the week of the exchange and, 2)
review of the Kabupaten's current I'T capabilities.

During the exchange program, Bandung and Santa Claita dso held their loca Innovative
Practices Symposum on October 9, 2003, a the Horison Hotd in Bandung. The Symposium
included approximately 80 participants. This Best Practices Symposum was unique because the
Regency combined it with the Stakeholders Mesting for the new town. The governor, Mr. Obar
Sobarno, opened the symposum. In addition to presentations given by Bandung and Santa
Clarita offices, presentations were dso made by sx nationa government officids traveling from
Jakarta, who were invited to join this meeting.



Results:  With the hep of Satta Claita, Bandung developed the presentation for the
Stakeholders Meeting. More than just data presentation, the skills transfer included how to
package the project to encourage dtakeholder participation. On the IT sde, current system
capabilities were andyzed, an IT schematic was developed and plans were drawvn up to prioritize
the equipment and software that should be developed given the budget condraints. A computer
conaulting firm that was hired by the Regency adso atended these meetings and will work
together with the Kabupaten in implementing the system.

Next Steps: Preparaions are being undertaken for Bandung's vigt to Santa Clarita at the end of
October 2003.

Balikpapan, East Kalimantan — Houston Area Governments, Texas

Activities: No exchange took place this quarter. The sixth exchange will take place in 4" QTR.
The visas have been processed and issued.

Results: The date of the 6" exchange has been set for October 3 — 11, 2003, and the agenda will
focus on the expanson of the current workplan for the edablishment of the Badikpapan
Community College. Mr. Samadistyo, a retiree of Unoca and the to-be-named Director of the
College, together with Mr. Suldtiadi, the Academic Director of Bdikpapan Polytechnic will
travel to the College of the Mainland, in Texas City. Mr. Bill Raey, Vice Presdent of Workforce
Education a COM will be the main facilitator for thistrip.

Next steps: The date of the seventh and find exchange, which will include the Innovative
Practices Symposium, is il to be determined.

Yogyakarta — Savannah, Georgia

Activitiess  The partners undertook their sxth exchange on September 26-Oct 4, 2003 in
Y ogyakarta. The delegates from Savannah were:

This exchange focused on three topics 1) the plans for a workforce development program in
order to generate historical preservation-based tourism and revenue improvement, 2) information
gatheing on the current financid sysem so that Savanah can asss Yogyakata in
implementing a double-entry accounting sysem during the next exchange, and 3) generd
development of tourism and preservation.

During the exchange program, Savannah and Yogyakata dso hed ther locd Innovative
Practices Symposum on October 2, 2003, a the Meia Purosani Hote in Yogyakata. The
symposum was opened by Mayor Hery Zudianto. Presentations for Yogyakarta were made by
Mr. Harundono, City Planning Department, Mr. Sugito, Educationa Department, Mr. Fdix



Kaswanto, Tourism Depatment, and Ms. Titi Handayani, Director of the Yogya Heritage
Society (JHS), and Mr. Tri Djoko Susanto, Finance Department. Presentations for Savannah
were made by Mr. Hutton, Mr. Brandon and Ms. Paulk and Mr. Ngayadi Sukmana, APEKSI.

Each presenter gave an overview of what had been achieved in their depatments over the past
two years and ended with questions and answers.

The Symposum was wel attended, with approximately 80 participants. In addition to the city
daff and city councl members locd community organizations, the Yogya Herttiage Society
volunteers, TVRI, Bernas Newspaper, Kedaulatan Rakyat (local news paper), Media Indonesa
News Paper, Radio Armalll, and Radio Tri Jaya FM aso attended.

Findly, Mayor Herry Zudianto and John Hutton were interviewed on a live tdevised program
celebrating Y ogyakarta' s 247" Anniversary.

Results:

The focus of Savannah's work with Yogyakarta was on education, finance, and the development
of Yogyakarta's heritage. The topic for education was on the soon-to-be-developed community
college, which will be named the Community College of Art and Tourism of Yogyakata Mr.
Sugito presented the initial development plan that was gpproved by the Mayor. The plan is for
the community college to be established with the support, both in terms of space and resources,
of 3 currently existing vocational schools SMK 4, SMK 5 and SMK 6.

Meanwhile, the Touri Department together with JHS (The Yogyakata Heritage Society)
continued collaborating on the development of a program on how to establish and develop
culture and heritage in higtoricd areas in Yogyakata such as Njeron Beteng, Keraton and
Tamansari. TheY ogyakarta tourism department is proposing to market a “golden tourist triangl€”’
which would include the Kraton area, Borobudur Temple and Prambanan Temple as the man
tourist dedtinations for foreign and loca tourists. The tourism depatment wishes to do a joint
project together with the tourist association in order to create publications, lesflets and brochures
and to sponsor events, performance, etc. Savannah aso assisted Yogyakarta with an gpplication
that was submitted to the World Monument Fund to request funding for conservation of the 18"
century Tamansari Water Cadtle, an important architecturd asset in the history of the region and
of the nation.

Finaly, discussons were hdd between Savannah and the city’s building department on how to
develop zoning plans and issue building permits around the Njeron Beteng area in order to
ensure that buildings are kept in a naturd/traditiond style.

Next Steps:

Preparations for the last exchange to Savannah from October 24-31, 2003 are on schedule. The
Yogya ddegation will include Mr. Sugito Partotaruno, Head of Education Depatment, Mr. Tri
Djoko Susanto, Head of Finance Department, and Ms. Anggriana Minarni from the Y ogyakarta
Heritage Society. For this trip, they will focus on educations systems, double entry accounting
and historica preservation, respectively.

Activities completed during the 2" Quarter 2003.

B.2 Association Development

During this quarter, BIGG/LGSPP continued assstance to the associations in three key aress
organizationa management, advocacy, and member services.

Organizational Management

Local government association management internship: Even though the formd League of
Oregon Cities (LOC) Associationto-Association Partnerships  officidly  completed  thelr
exchanges, the informa relationships developed between the associations dtaff are proving to be
important in providing deeper traning and sudainability of improved management practices for
the Indonesan locd government associations (LGAS). LOC's former Executive Director, Dick
Townsend, personally arranged, financed, and sponsored a 5-week intendve locad government
asociation management internship for APEKSI’s Director of Economic, Socid, and Culture
Programs, Rusfi Yunari. Mr. Townsend, in his current capacity as ICMA Range Rider,
developed an intengve training and exposure program designed to provide more insght on the
loca government context in which a LGA operates and serves.  In addition, greet attention was
paid to training on LGA management, operations, and the advocacy functions.

Mr. Yunairi’sitinerary including the following:

- Meding with Ddle, Oregon City Manager; review of city programs and management;
Meeting with Dale Mayor/LOC Board member on interface with association;

- Attendance at the Annua Association of Washington Cities;

- League of Oregon Cities traning on advocacy, budget and finance, generd
adminigtration, association programs and services,

- One-to-one traning with Mr. Townsend usng sudy materids in associaion traning
book, including but not limited to association/organizationa dructure, adminigtration,
communications, advocacy, services and programs,

- Tour of Oregon State University Campus and library;

- Day long training with City Manager of McMinnville, Oregon (active LOC member)

- Interview with LOC lobbyists and Eugene City, Oregon lobbyist, and observation of
Oregon legidative sesson;

- Vigt to Portland metro regiond offices,

- Mesting with City of Camas, Washington city Saff;

- Mesting with Troutdale, Oregon city Staff;

- Obsarvation of Keizer, Oregon City Council Meeting and discusson of association
services and programs,

- Meding with Pendleton, Oregon city doaff and Mayor Phil Houk, incoming LOC
president;



- Tour with Sdem City public works saff on ongoing sewer and drainage repair and
maintenance; and
- Attendance at the Oregon/Washington City Managers Summer Conference.

The invesment in such a persondized and detalled LGA internship appears to have dready
demondtrated benefits for APEKSI’s programs and services. Mr. Yunairi designed a process for
APEKS’'s annud medting in August whereby members were convened in smdl groups to
discuss and develop consensus on mutually-agreed upon advocacy issues, that was then adopted
by the entire membership. This is the firgt time that the Advocacy Advisor has withessed one of
the Indonesan associations using a truly representative public policy/issue development process
that involved amgority of members.

Ancther immediate application of “lessons learned” from the internship is in the aea of
developing a comprehensive advocacy draegy.  Mr. Yunairi is the driving force behind
APEKSI, APKASI, ADEKSI, and ADKAS!I’s advocacy strategy on their response to the revison
of Law 22/99 that includes working as a codition; devedopment of a joint policy Statement;
cregtion of supporting technicd pepers, use of the mass media; collaboration with other
dakeholders in the busness sector and civil society; and identification of the primary audiences
for lobbying and getting the message out.  This drategy shows a levd of underganding in
advocacy that had not been demonsrated by the associations previoudy. Regardiess of their
effectiveness or ability to achieve thar gods with respect to the upcoming revison of Law
22/99, the associations are demondrating a greatly enhanced level of sophidication with the
component parts of an advocacy drategy that is a dgnificant advancement in the learning-by-
doing process.

Indonesian Association Local Economic Development Study Tour: From September 19-28, a
delegation of eight (APEKS and APKASI executive directors, board members, korwil members,
and saff) participated in a US east-coast based study tour centered around the functions of date,
loca, and regiond economic devedopment from a governmenta perspective.  The primary
purpose of the tour was to give the associations a concept about what activities comprise a loca
government economic deveopment function and how to socidize ther members about
proactive, professond, and trangparent ways they can facilitate these activities.

The study tour took place in Charlotte, NC; Richmond, VA; and Washington, DC with the
following agenda

- Attendance and orientation training a the ICMA Annud Conference, Charlotte, N.
Caroling,

- A 3-hour traning course on locd government economic development conducted by

ICMA Communications and Training Advisor (Ann Bueche) and Saginaw City Manager

(Deborah Kimble);

- Detaled oveview of dae and locd economic deveopment by the Virginia Sate
Economic Development Partnership;

- Meding for quesion and answer with Virginia Secretary of Commerce and Trade,
(Michad Schwd);

- Paticpation in the Richmond regiond smdl and medium busness development trade
far (BizLink Trade Show);



- Oveview by the Presdent of the Greater Richmond Partnership (a regiond economic
development authority);

- Oveview of locd government economic development functions by the City of Richmond
Deputy Director of Economic Development (Edwin Gaskins);

- Paticipation at the International Conference of Shopping Centers;

- Oveaview by ICMA Washington of the role of a locad government professond
association; and

- Oveaview of the role of the Nationa Governor's Association and its collaboration with
local government associations for advocacy, training, and consulting.

APKAS’s executive director opined that exposure to western principles and functions of loca
government economic development was greaily needed for his members, and that his members
would be willing to pay for such a dudy tour if it was organized in the future. BIGG/LGSSP
will pursue the feaghility of organizing a smilar training on a fee bads in the coming year for
bupati and mayors, should there be continued interest by the associations.

Organizational budget software training: In October, the financid daff of APEKS,
APKASI, and APPS participated in a two-day training course in MYOB Accounting and
integrated business management software.  In addition, BIGG/LGSPP purchased the budgeting
software packet for each of the associations in advance of the Budget and Financid Management
conaultant’s (Linda Ludwig, League of Oregon Cities) technicd assstance vigt in October. The
software training was an intermediate level course addressng such things as setting up account
types, making journd entries, banking reconciliaion, producing sdes invoicesreceipts, and
generating budget reports.  Additiond MYOB training that is more advanced may be provided to
the association daff following the consultant's assessment of ther individud skills and

capabilities

Proposal writing assstance: In July, the Association Advisor worked directly with program
daff of APKAS to give guidance on proposa writing for submisson to donors.  Spedficdly,
advice and guiddlines were given on written proposas to the United Nations Development
Partnership Program and to the Civil Society Strengthening and Support Program for the
Technology of Participation traning. More formdized training and technicd assistance on the
topic of grant and proposd writing is planned for the associations in the coming year as part of
efforts to improve fisca sudtainability and diversity. However, BIGG/LGSSP remans ready to
provide such informa assistance on an as-needed bass to ded with immediate opportunities
presented to the associations.

Advocacy and the Policy Development Process:

Association Policy Development Process: In June, consultant Suzette Dendow provided
traning and direct technicd assstance to the three associations for the purpose of explaining and
describing the policy development process in associations, and to move them forward to identify
ways that their organizations could have increased member paticipation in the process. The
consultant identified some areas of additiond skill building that was needed by association saff
to enhance thelr advocacy functions, namely, the ability to facilitate members opinions to reach



a consensus for developing policy dtatements, and the ability to read legidation, andyze its
impact, and make changes to achieve a desired policy impact.

In response to this need for skill building, BIGG met with representatives of the Civil Society
Strengthening and Support Program (CSSP) to discuss ways to collaborate in providing
asociation daff with legiddive traning.  As a rexult, tweve locd government executive
asociation gaff and regiond members from APPSI, APKASI, and APEKSI participated in the
Legidative Drefting of Locd Law and Regulation Traning (Sept. 15-19) delivered and funded
by CSSP. The traning dso included representatives of civil society connected with CSSP's
program. This diverse group gave the association daff some indght on advocacy from a public
participation viewpoint. It is hoped that this training will take the association staff one step closer
to gtaffing policy committees comprised of their members.  As dated previoudy, it is through the
edablishment of policy committees that the association would greatly improve the qudity and
content of their policy datements, and gain the trus and ownership of dl the members in

advocacy.

Collaboration continued with a jointly sponsored CSSP/BIGG training program to assg in the
policy committee process and related facilitation and consensus-building skill ssts Usng
experienced traine's from the Governance and Loca Democracy Project (GOLD) of the
Philippines, a three-day intensve course titled “Technology of Participaion: Basc Group
Facilitation Methods” was conducted October 15-17 in Jekarta and involved ten daff of the three
executive asociaions as wel as an equal number of civil society representatives. The training
focused not only on methodologies for building consensus, but dso on how to facilitate groups to
participate congructively, and take persona respongbility in completion of a particular god or
tak. The traning aso addressed building-building in three different gpplications  group
discusson, in workshops, and in action planning. The gpplication of such training has great
potentid in Indonesa, as BIGG/LGSPP atempts to gimulate increased participation by
associaion board membersin their organization.

Local Government Association Workshop (formerly known as the IULA Toolkit
Workshop): BIGG/LGSPP continued to work in conjunction with NDI and CLGI on preparing
and planning for the associaion seminar entitted Capacity Building for Advocacy and Financid
Sudainability of the Indonesan Locad Government Associations scheduled for November 5 ad
6 in Jkata With input from the associations, three primary topics were identified: advocacy,
financia sudtainability, and leadership. BIGG/LGSPP worked during the quarter to arrange for
the participation of three internationd loca government association speskers from Mexico, the
United States, and New Zedland. The 2day conference hopes to target the board members and
leadership of APEKSI, APKASI, ADEKS|, and ADKASI on day one. Day-two will focus on
the nuts-and-bolts activities of the secretariat aff and executive directors.  The origind intent to
feature a “rollout” of the IULA Toolkit was diminated from the program because there was
congderable resstance by the association participants.

Member Services

Association Best Practice Documentation: In conjunction with continued technicd assistance
to the associaions in helping them document and disseminate members best practices, last



quater BIGG/LGSSP printed and disseminated a manud specificdly produced for the
Indonesian association members by ICMA-India entitted “Documenting Best Practices and
Facilitating Its Transfer.” It presents the core concepts of best practices programs, their transfer
by associaion members, and the role of the association in the process. The 20-page brochure
trandated into Bahasa Indonesan was given to APEKSI, APKASI, and APPSl to hep them
“sociaize’ best practice concepts across Indonesia and was aso disseminated to al attendees at
the Resource Cities Nationd Symposum in July. During the quarter, the associations and
BIGG/LGSSP have didributed over 2000 of these brochures a various venues festuring loca
government officids such as APEKS and APKAS'’s annua membership mestings in August.
Another print lot of 2000 is being ordered as the associations and donors have requested
additional copies for disseminaing (eg., PERFORM’s October 21 seminar on participatory
processes, APEKSI’s Best Practice Training on October 22; Asa Foundation, CLGI, ADKAS,
ADEKS.)

During the quarter, BIGG/LGSSP continued with technica assstance to support best practice
documentation and disseminaion by the associations. With BIGG/LGSSP support, APKAS!'s
2003 Member Best Practice brochure was findized, published, and disseminated a their annua
member medting in Jekarta on August 25-26. The 40-page brochure features five best practice
cases of four member kabupaten: Banjarnegara, Deli Serdang, Gianyar, Sumba Timur. While
additiond work needs to be done with gaff to further refine and polish their writing of best
practice cases, this brochure represents a sgnificant step forward in the process of ensuring that
the associations can manage and conduct a Best Practice program within their own resources and
talents.

By the end of the quarter, APEKS daff completed ther find revisons to documentation of
eleven best practices in seven cities: Blitar, Pau, Medan, Denpasar, Tarakan, Bdikpapan, and
Bekad, with the guidance and editorid review of ICMA’s Communications and Traning
Advisor. BIGG/LGSSP is in the process of conducting find editing and layout in preparaion for
publication of an APEKSI brochure in the first weeks of November. Once the firs annua best
practices have been formdly launched by the associations, they will be avalable to the Center
for Locd Government Innovations best practice cearinghouse. In order to ensure that the
broadest dissemination is possble, next quarter two BIGG Picture newdetters will be dedicated
to featuring the best practice cases of APKAS| and APEKSI.

B.3 Information Dissemination/Innovative Practices

LGSPP received gpprovad from USAID to hire a production firm to develop a video to highlight
the results of the Resource Cities Program and to draw out the public diplomacy benefits
generated by this type of program. Work on the video is underway and the find product is
expected by December 15, 2003.

B.5 Joint Activitieswith Task Order

Cooperative Agreement - Task Order Coordination: Coordingtion during the quarter has been
maintained & a high leve. Issues rdaed to the socidization of peformance budgeting among
locd governments require a high levd of interaction with the CA and the locd government
associations. The CA works closely with the TO to nsure that proper relaionships with each of
the associations can be built and that each ICMA program contributes to the future sustainability
of the associations. The Task Order will play a key role in helping our Resource Cities Program
identify new partnershipsin Indonesa

B.6 Eadt Kalimantan Regional Initiative
Due to unforeseeable delays in the partnership and the proximity of the completion date of the
current Resource Cities partnerships, it was agreed to discontinue this partnership. However the
Province continues to work on its own initigive to maintain contact and communicetion with the
Indonesian loca governments related to the Mahakam river basn. The province alocated funds
in the new budget for the river basin master plan.

B.7  Coordination with Other Local Government Programs

Civil Society Support and Strengthening Program (CSSP): ICMA and CSSP, funded through the
USAID Democracy and Governance objective, have carried out joint activities with the locad
government associations during the quarter. CSSP has access to a highly taented group of
faclitators from the Philippines and Indonesa who have worked with the associaions on the
devdopment of their own fadilitation skills. Week facilitation skills among association gaff have
been an impediment to their development, and staff members have requested this training. This
traning activity has been jointly funded by BIGG and CSSP. As mentioned in detall above,
CSSP dso sponsored a week long Lega Drafting Training for APEKSI, APKASI, and APPSI
qff.

Center for Local Government Innovation: Several locd government association coordination
meetings were held with CLGI during the quarter. The purpose of these meetings was to discuss
ways in which the donor community can mos effectivdy assst the locd government
associations.

Further medtings were hed with CLGI on an informa bass to discuss ways in which the
associations can play a congructive role in the newly formed CLGI yayasan. A second focus of
our collaboration with CLGI has been to ensure tha future CLGI publications on
decentrdization are relevant to the needs of the associations and to discuss ways in which the
associdions can assg in disssminating CLGI materids.

UNDP: During the quarter BIGG/ICMA briefed the UNDP and its volunteer contingent (UNV)
on potential areas of overlgp in supporting the loca government associations.  Issues discussed
included potentid donor overlgp a the nationd secretariats, fidding of long-term resident
advisors, priority needs for assistance, and workplan devel opment.



National Democratic Institute, IULA and CLGI: ICMA has continued discussons and planning
with NDI, IULA and CLGI regarding a joint seminar/workshop on November 5 and 6 for the
legidative and executive associations thet will focus on  developing advocacy, financid
sugtainability, and leadership.

C. Challenges/I ssues of Concern Affecting Implementation and Actions Taken
The process for obtaining visas for Indonesians (especiadly males between the ages of 16 and 45)
to tavd to the US is, as in the padt, difficult and lengthy. BIGG/LGSPP has had participants
unable to go on exchanges and entire exchanges postponed due to visas not being issued on time
(despite BIGG/LGSPP s starting the application process up to 2.5 monthsin advance).

BIGG/LGSPP has made efforts to inform USAID/DLG daff of the visas required and has derted
them to potential problems as early in the gpplication process as possible. In some cases, USAID
intervention has expedited the process, however, because much of the delay is due to background
checks and waiting periods imposed by the US State Department in Washington, DC, there is
often very little BIGG/LGSPP or USAID can do to expedite the process. LGSPP will continue to
look for aternative ways to carry out the exchanges to the maximum benefit of al partners.
BIGG/LGSPP has made efforts to inform USAID/DLG gaff of the visas required and has derted
them to potentia problems as early in the gpplication process as possible. In some cases, USAID
intervention has expedited the process, however, because much of the ddlay is due to background
checks and waiting periods imposed by the US State Department in Washington, DC, there is
often very little BIGG/L GSPP or USAID can do to expedite the process.

LGSPP will continue to look for dternaive ways to cary out the exchanges to the maximum
benefit of dl partners.
